KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 15.— 
Henry F. McElroy, former City 
Manager and long time aid to 
Thomas J. Pendergast, former Den:- 
ocratic boss of Missouri, died today 
at his homé after a prolonged ill- 
ness. He was 74 years old. 

Funeral

McElroy, who had suffered a 
series of- heart attacks, died threé 
days before a Federal grand jury 
was scheduled to investigate his 
financial’ affairs to determine 
whether -he paid proper Federal 
income. taxes. He resigned as City 
Manager under fire April 13, 1939, 
six days after Pendergast, who is 
now in Leavenworth penitentiary, 
was indicted for income tax eva- 
sion. 

As City Manager he conducted 
the administrative affairs of the 
city like a czar for 13 years, paying 
fealty only to the Pendergast or- 
ganization. His sudden resignation. 
announced in a single scrawied 
sentence which he handed to Mayor 
Bryce Smith, shocked this -po- 
litically-minded city almost as much 
as the Federal indictment of Boss 
Pendergast. 


Subsequent attempts to question 
him concerning the city’s financial 
affairs, now under scrutiny of 
auditors, proved impossible as he 
was said to be too ill. to be ques 
tioned. He underwent an operation 
for a cataract shortly after his 
retirement and after leaving the 
hospital was subject to frequent 
heart attacks. He had been un- 
conscious since noon yesterday. 
Stimulants and a blood transfu- 
sion were resorted to. 

McElroy, who handled a huge 
“emergency fund” without account- 
ing to anyone, was indicted June 
29 by a Jackson County grand 
jury in connection with a mysteri- 
ous $356,000 fund paid with his 
authorization to a dummy engineer- 
ing company to search for leaks -in 
the city’s water system. 

McElroy, who referred to his ac- 
counting system as “country book- 
keeping,” was charged with em- 
bezzlement. and obtaining money 
by false pretenses. He was too ill 
to appear at his arraignment. J. J. 
Pryor, wealthy coftractor and 
Pendergast political associate, was 
indicted by the. same jury on

The former City Manager, first 
to occupy that office, was held up 


an exemplar of efficient govern- 
ment. He left behind him a defi- 
cit, padded payrolls and evidence 
of other irregularities. He often cut 
wages in half in annual attempts 
to balance the budget. During his 
administration many civic struc- 
tures were erected, including the 
30-story City Hall and the Munici- 
pal Auditorium. There were many 
park improvements. Much of the 
work was .awarded without com- 
petitive bidding to Pendergast-con- 
trolled companies and the Pryor 
Construction Co, 

His daughter, Miss Mary McEl- 
roy, was at his bedside today, as 
was his son, Henry F. McElroy Jr. 
His wife died in 1915..In 1933 he 
drove to a lonely rural spot with 
$30,000 to ransom his daughter 
from kidnapers. 

Except as the forthcoming Fed- 
eral grand jury investigation per- 
tains to the former City Manager, 
his death will not affect its general 
investigation into tangled civic af- 
fairs which might fall under the 
scope of Federal income tax viola- 
tion. Eight subpenas, returnable 
when the grand jury convenes Mon- 
day, were issued today, including 
one for A. L, Darby, city finance 
director. 

Born in Amboy, Ill, McElroy 
made his own way in life, came to 
Kansas City in his 30's, amassed a 
reputed fortune in real estate. In

Thinks Tokyo’s Goal Would 
Be Nearer Realization With 
America in Conflict.

* TOKYO, Sept. 15.—America’s fu- 
ture course of action toward the 
European conflict is provoking 
keen interest and lively speculation 
in Japan. The public is fervently 
hoping that the United States will 
become embroiled. 

The European outbreak of war 
was hailed as a “kamikaze”’—divine 
wind—by many Japanese. But the 
first thrill and jubilation is wearing 
off. While it is realized that the 
European war will bring Japan 
certain advantages, the Japanese 
are finding vinegar in their 
peaches and cream. 

There is the United States, for 
instance. People were pleased to 


learn of the British involvement) 


in the war, for it meant the ham- 
stringing of British opposition to 
Japanese policy. But against this 
it is coming to be realized that the 
American position in the Far Hast 
has been strengthened. 

The cutting of lines of supply 
from Germany and other belliger- 
ent Powers makes Japan vastly 
more dependent on the United 
States than a month ago, Japan is 
able to obtain some of her mate- 
rials from the smaller neutral 
countries, but the United States is 
the only country not at war which 
is capable of supplying enormous 
quantities of capital, goods, ma- 
chinery and munitions required by 
Japan in her replenishment pro- 


gram. Thus the American embar- 


go threat holds more dynamite 
than ever and will be a powerful 
bargaining point if the situation in 
China reaches a new climax. 


If the United States goes to war 
her bargaining advantage will 
largely be lost and the Japanese 

—a free hand in the Orient— 
will be brought nearer realization. 

Meanwhile, American neutrality 
and the proximity of the Ameri- 
can fleet are factors of tremendous 
power in the Far Eastern situa-

PURSUIT PLANES BARS 
ALLIED AIR AID TO POLES

HE inherent limitation of 
T ine airplane as a war 

weapon, in spite of the im- 
pressive performance of German 
aviation units, has prevented the 
British and French from _ help- 
ing the Poles in the air. 

From the standpoint of 
straightaway flight, British and 
French help for the Polish air 
force would have been highly 
feasible. The distance from 
either England or France to in- 
terior Poland is less than 9v0 
miles. The allies have  bi- 
motored bombing planes capable 
of much longer nonstop flights. 
But once there, the supplemental 
air force instantly would have 
been faced with a lack of pro- 
tective pursuit planes. Neither 
British nor French pursuits are 
built for the long-range flights 
common in the United States 
Air Corps. 

Before the war began, the 
British talked of a bomber 
“shuttle service” across Germa- 
ny, with planes refueling and 
replenishing their bomb loads in 
Poland in the east and in France 
or England in the west, but the 
tactic never developed.

Half of Strength Never Mobilized Due to 
Army’s 60-Day Plan, but Blitzkrieg 
. Theory Develops a Weakness.

T THE end of two weeks of war the case of the Polish nation is 
A hopeless. Little is left in them but their Capability for enormous 
and vindictive guerrilla war. This is evident not only from German 
sources and the accounts of obseryers who have reached Rumania to 


send dispatches without benefit of 


of the French and Poles themselves. Yet, strangely, the news from 
Germany bears a note rather of doubt than of triumph. 


All accounts agree that Polish 
air force is now practically wiped 
out. All agree that Warsaw is un- 
der close siege‘ that Sandomierz 
and Krakow have long since fallen, 
Lwow is under fire; that the con- 
tinued, merciless air bombardments 
have completely disrupted Polish 
road ‘and rail communications. 

This news should be read in con- 
nection with the facts that Polish 
army plans called for mobilization 


in a 60-day period around army 
centers at Warsaw, Krakow, Lub- 


‘lin and Lwow; that Poland’s only 


big munitions factories were at 
Sandomierz, and that practically all 
Polish bases of supply were in the 
“industrial triangle,” Lublin-Kra- 
kow-Lwow. 

The loss of Krakow, the attacks 
on Warsaw and Lwow. during the 
first two weeks mean that about 
half of Poland's total potential! 
strength of 65 divisions have not 
beer mobilized and never will be. 


In Enemy’s Hands. 


HE points where the men were 
Tw assemble, the roads 
which they were to travel are 
in enemy hands.

WASHINGTON, Sept: 15.—At the | 
instance of President Roosevelt the) 
Department of Justice has drafted | 
legislation to deal with profiteering | 
in commodities and foodstuffs, At-| 
torney-General Murphy disclosed at. 
a press conference late yesterday 
afternoon. Whether the bills will, 
be introduced at the special session, 
of Congress called for next Thure 
day will depend on the President, | 
he said. 

The measures will aim, accord | 
ing te Murphy, to encourage ner 
mal recovery on the one hand, and 
te punish gouging on the ether, The 
department, it was said, has made 
a comprehensive survey of anti- 
profiteering laws adopted during 
the World War, in particular the 
Lever Act, which was declared un- 
constitutional on the ground that it 
delegated legislative powers to the 
executive. 

Seek to Avoid Error Again. 

“We shall try te guard against 
that error,” said Murphy, “by ask- 
ing Congress to authorize the Pres- 
ident to act within a certain range 
of prices—in other words, to fur- 
nish him with . yardstick with 
which to measure.” | 

Reverting to the subject of profit- 
eering, Murphy said there were 
some examples of gouging at the/ 
outbreak of the war but that the) 
surplus of products in America 
soon caused prices to level off. 
The department is merely getting 
legislation ready, he explained, in 
ease it is needed. He emphasized 
the difference between “normal and 
reasonable price increases,” and 
those which “get eut of bounds.” 

Espionage Measures Adequate. 

Present anti-trust laws, he said, 

may be to a degree effective, but 


cannot deal satisfactorily with the 
problem. The espionage statutes, 
on the contrary, he pronounced to) 
be thoroughly adequate. The Fed- | 
eral Bureau of Investigation, he 
said, is taking into its ranks some 
500 graduates of its schools in va-| 
rious parts of the country, and is’ 
also keeping up a liaison with pri- 
vate agencies, 

He was asked whether he meant 
by the latter company police or de- 
tective agencies, but replied in the 
negative. What he had in mind, 
Murphy said, was organizations of 
employes in industrial plants te 
guard against sabotage. 

“There will be no labor- “baiting 
by the Department of Justice,’ 
Murphy concluded, “and none of 
the cruelties of the last war, when 
decent citizens were hounded mere- 
ly because of their German names. 
Our program against espionage will 
nim to be efficient, but at the same 
time responsible.” 


TEMPERATURE OF 212 DEGREES 
38 MILES ABOVE THE EARTH

Scientist Tells of Observations of 
Falling Meteors; Figures Up- 
set Theories. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
About thirty-eight miles above the 
earth the temperature is approxi- 
mately 100 degrees centigrade, or 
212 degrees Fahrenheit, a Harvard 
University astronomer reported 
yesterday. This is the boiling point 

of water. 

Balloon observations previously 
have led many scientists to believe 
that the stratosphere was icy cold, 
Dr. Fred L. Whipple told the In- 
ternational Union of Geodesy and 
Geophysics. 

Using a new device which ob- 
serves the speed of meteors, how- 
ever, he said he had determined 
that above the altitude of 20 miles 
the temperature rises from about 


55 degrees below zero (67 below 
zero Fahrenheit) until at 38 miles | 
it reaches 100 degrees centigrade. 
Mtill farther out in space, the 
temperature drops again, to 90 de- 
grees below zero (120 below sero 
Fahrenheit) at 50 miles; then it in- 
creases once more, he said, until at 
70 miles and higher the tempera- 
ture becomes about 20 degrees cen- 
tigrade, which is reom tempera- 


ture. He learned this, he said, by 
observing the brightness, velocity | 
and deceleration of meteors flash- 
ing to earth, thus estimating the 
density of the air and from this 
computing the temperature.

For, as our train burrowed slowly 
and haltingly toward London, large 
towns became mere blotches be 
neath the mist-hung, overcast sky. 
Occasional rows of roofs cut mo- 
mentary, jagged silhouettes against 
the backdrop of the night, Then 
blurred habitations, apparently 
nothing but empty ghost houses in 
k world of phantoms, fell back into 
the common blackness, 


Only One Aute Seen. 


In this world nothing seemed to 
move except our mole-like train 
and a few railroad employes on 
the dim station platforms when we 
halted briefly, Only once did we 
see an automobile driving on a 
country road. We rode for miles 
without seeing a single lighted win- 
dow either to right or left, or even 
a street lamp. Along the tracks 
illumination was encountered only 
at railroad stations and these of the 
most subdued sort. Village after 
village slipped past us, motionless 
and soundiess, like cardboard cre- 
ations for a futurama of “The 
Night of Tomorrow.” 

It was not yet 8:30 o'clock .in 
the evening, yet this new England 
might already have gone to bed for 
a 20-year sleep. I had seen biack- 
outs in Madrid, Valencia and Barce- 
lona, but I had never dreamed that 
an entire nation, within the space 
of 10 days of war, could be blank- 
eted back into the nighttime of the 
Elizabethan era with such thor 
oughness as this. 

In our compartment a British 
Brigadier-General, just returning 
from America, was unable to recog- 
nize such familiar places as Win- 
chester and Woking: “By jove, they 
have done an amazing job, haven't 
they,” he exclaimed. 

Sense of the Desolate. 

We went on into the night. Towns, 
trees and hills all merged into the 
unbroken rhythm of the mysterious- 
ly darkened landscape. It seemed 
that England had suddenly lost 
both her eyes and her people. For 
all that we could see the blurred 
shapes and dimmed, shifting hori- 
zons outside our windows might 
have been part of the Jloneliest 
Montana or most sparsely habited 
section of South Africa. 

But one more pause disclosed 
that we had reached Surbiton, close 


to London suburbs. Our ghost train. 


pushed doggedly ahead once more 
and roofs poked up on each side 
with increasing frequency. Even 
so, the tip of Bob Casey's cigarette 
seemed to be the brightest light 
anywhere to be seen and that only 
because of its proximity. 

The very occasional street lamps 
were much dimmer than that. So 
we sat talking in the universal 
darkness. When next the train 
stopped, a tiny blue light was 
turned on above us for the time. “I 
guess we must be getting near to 
London,” Bob said, Simultaneously, 
I thought, perhaps we would ar- 
rive in another 20 minutes or so. 
We went on chatting with the 
amiable British General until the 
conductor poked his head into the 
compartment and remarked: “Wa- 
terloo station, sir. Aren't th get- 


We had traveled through some of 
the most densely populated suburbs 
of the world’s largest city and right 
into the heart of London itself, still 
believing firmly that we were yet 
miles outside London, Even the 
General was flabbergasted and as- 
tonished. 

In this fashion we completed the 
ghostliest train ride of our lives 
and descended upon Waterloo Sta- 
tion’s quai where porters were mere 
wraiths under the dimmest lights 
imaginable.

Action Area Still Small.

Germans Taken Prisoner.

Four Villages Captured. 


The French advance was reported 
to have captured at least four Ger- 
man villages, two near the Moselle 
and two east of Saarbruecken. Al- 
though they were not named in 
dispatches from the front, some ob- 
servers said it was logical to as- 
sume that one of them was the 
typical old world village, Perl. 

It was from Perl, a mile and a 
half within Germany, that fresh 
Nazi troops launched a_ counter- 
offensive up the Moselle Valley 
last Sunday, forcing the French to 
give up some 500 yards of previous- 
ly won territory. 

The French reported today that 
they not only. halted the German 
attack but. hurled the Nazis back 
and captured the positions from 
which the German counter-attack 
had begun. 

New French Attack. 


A fresh French attack was re- 
ported to have started in _ force 
along the Moselle late today. 

The main body of French troops 
advanced on the road from Mersch- 


peared tonight to start. at the small 
village of Besch, 2% miles within 
German territory on the Moselle 
River and on a railroad line run- 
ning from Metz to Trier. 

From Besch, a German line of 
blockhouses and machine-gun nests 
runs paralley to the frontier 12 
miles sotuheast to Merzig, where it 
reaches the Saar River. From Mer- 
zig the German positions run in 
front of the river past the town. of 
Saarlouis to Saarbruecken. 

In the eastern suburbs of Saar- 
bruecken the front dips back in a 
shallow “V”" which is two miles 
deep and, at the mouth, is six miles 
wide.

Scientists Report Crystals, Like 
Those on Cold Window Pane, 
Aid in Diagnosis. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. 7J., Sept. 
i5.—A cup of coffee and a cup!

Brain Surgery Report. 

Surgery on brain cancers dis- 
closing existence of two personali- 
ties in the human brain wefe re- 
ported to the congress by Dr. By- | 
ron Stookey of the Neurological In- | 
stitute of New York City, who re- | 
moved entirely the prefrontal lobes 
of four persons, and partly re-| 
moved those of four Others. All 
@re alive today. 

The prefrontal lobes, two in num- 
ber, one on each side of the head, 
fill the entire forward half of the 
brain cavity. One of these lobes 
is usually dominant over the other, 
a fact held to explain why some 
persons are left-handed. 

Either Lobe Effective. 


Dr. Stookey’s operations showed 
that either prefrontal lobe, whether | 
or not it is the dominant one, is | 
able to produce a mentally com- 
plete and normal human personal- 
ity. They showed that ordinarily 
the two synchronize to share this 
personality work, but that if one 
lobe is damaged, while the other 
remains intact, the very character 
of a human being changes. In that 
case, in Dr, Stookey’s words, there 
ia “static” in the damaged lobe, 
which interferes with smooth oper- 
ations in the other. 

In two of the operations, Dr. 
Btookey said, the complete loss of 
one lobe resulted in reported men- 
tal improvement.

“When we flew on top of the bat- 
tleship we could see the crews run- 
ning fast to their stations. We 
dropped our bombs. The second 
pilot, flying behind, saw two hit. 
We came ‘round, and the ships 
pompom guns began to fire as we 
headed for home. My navigator 
saw shtlis bursting almost on the 
tail of the aircraft. 


“The second pilot, swooping 
across, took a photograph, which 
was subsequently found to be very 
blurred owing to the weather con- 
ditions at the time just before he 
dropped his first bomb. 


“By now the sky had clouded 
over again. The aircraft were driv- 
ing through blinding rain. As this 
bomber turned on the homeward 
course the navigtaor noticéd ma- 
chine-gun tracer bullets nipping 
past their port wing tip. They 
looked like small blue electric 
sparks.” 

The pilot of the third aircraft 
who saw the first bomb drop from 
the second bomber said, “To me 
it appeared to drop dead amid- 
ships. 

“By now the battleship’s crew 
were all at action stations and I 
got some hot stuff.” 

He dropped his bombs and made 
a half circuit around the battle- 
ship. Wheeling, he noticed three 
bursts of anti-aircraft fire at the 
leader’s machine. 

During the whole action only one 
German aircraft was seen. This 
was a German biplane, which flew 
past and disappeared. 


Raid on Kiel Area. 


By 7:30 p. m., the flyers were 
back at their station. 

An account was given by the of- 
ficers and crew of aircraft from 
another squadron which took part 
in the raids in the Kie) area. 

One of the aircraft was hit sev- 
eral times by shelis and bullets but 
returned home safely, although two 
of the petrol tanks were punc- 
tured. The other two bombers were 
not hit. 

“We set out in fine weather,” 
said the leader of this attack, “but 
we soon ran into a thick mist. One 
pilot became separated from the 
others, but he took up station again 
after 10 minutes or so. We were 
near the German coast when half 
a dozen enemy fighters came out 
to engage us. A game of hide-and- 
seek in the clouds followed and our 
craft were successful in eluding 
their pursuers and left them be- 
hind. 
‘Conditions grew worse aiid 
there was heavy rain for an hour. 
Then the weather improved and 
my bombers gained height, giving 
a wide berth to all the islands 
along the German coast. We ob- 
served considerable activity by 
enemy merchant shipping. We 
made our landfall accurately and 
flew up the Elbe Estuary until we 
sighted a number of German naval 
vessels. We were then flying at 
6000 feet under a thin layer of 
clouds, 


Germans Open Fire. 


“The enemy held his fire until we 
were almost over our target. Then 
suddenly he opened with every 
gun he could bring to bear on us; 
it was terrific, especially the fir- 
ing from the big ships, which 
seemed to carry seven anti-aircraft 
guns on either beam, You could 
watch the tracer shells rising, after 
the flash of the gun, in spirals and 
follow the whole of their course. 
“We made our aircraft as diffi- 
cult targets as we could by maneu- 
vering. We then straightened out 
and dropped our: bombs. At once 
we rose up into the clouds with the 
snelis bursting round us and made 
for home, after an effective smack 
at the enemy. Our flight all re- 
turned home safely.” 
Two of the pilots reported they 
sighted a submarine making for 
Germany on the surface at high 
speed. At sight of the British air- 
planes it dived precipitately. All 
the bombs had been dropped on the 
objectives in Germany, the pilots 
added, otherwise she would have 
been an easy victim. Another 
bomber passed over Heligoland 
fortifications but was unmolested 
either by fighters or anti-aircraft 
fire, the crew reported.

FOR NEUTRAL ZONE 


Internationa! Committee Makes 
Suggestion to Warring 
Nations, 


GENEVA, Sept. 15. (AP).—The 


Zones, meeting here, appealed to- 
day to the French, British, Polish 
and German governments for crea- 
tion of neutralized zones where 
aged, children and the sick would 
be guaranteed against bombing. 

The committee proposed that the 
general staffs of the belligerent 
states could agree through the me- 
dium of the committee on the loca- 
tion of such zones which would be 
placed under neutral commission- 
ers. 

The committee made a similar 
appeal to Generalissimo Francis¢o 
Franco during the Spanish civil 
war and a part of Madrid was set 
aside as a white zone. The Jap- 
anese, following a similar appeal, 
marked off Nantao, one of the sub- 
urbs of Shanghai, as such a neutral 
zone, where the committee said 
300,000 persons found refuge. 


Dutch Finding Neutrality Is Diffi- 
cult and Exensive. 
AMSTERDAM, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
The Netherlands is finding the path 

of peace a rocky one, 

The country’s objective is to re- 
main at peace and to prevent inci- 
dents that may have grave conse 
quences, while at the same time 
maintaining its international trade. 

This objective has been both dif- 
ficult and expensive. The nation 
has mobilized about 420,000 men to 
supplement the regular army of 
30,000. These 450,000 men are doing 
what is largely police work to keep 
the nation out of the Huropean 
conflict. 

A full investigation has been or- 
dered of the shooting down of a 
Netherlands naval plane by a Ger- 
man warplane Wednesday. The 
German plane and its crew were 
detained, and the German Governh- 
ment has offered to pay indemnity 
for the Netherlands plane. 

Germany’s version was that the 
crew of the Nazi plane thought it 
was being attacked and could not 
identify the Netherlands craft in 
time to avoid the conflict. 

Liner Stopped by British. 

The stopping of the trans-Atlan- 
tic liner Nieuw Amsterdam by Brit- 
ish men-of-war in the English Chan- 
nel Wednesday emphasized another 
phase of the difficulties confront- 
ing this nation. 

(The British announced the liner 
was examined for contraband and 
released.) 

The Netherlands position, offi- 
cials have declared repeatedly, is 
one of strictest neutrality. Com- 
batant nations have been warned no 
belligerent fighting craft will be 
permitted to enter Netherlands ter- 
ritorial waters or fly over the coun- 
try. 

Foreign planes, under a recent 
ruling, will be signaled to land. 
If they do not comply they may be 
fired on. 

A day and night watch is kept 
for trespassing planes, The Dutch 
tricolor flies from church steeples 
as well as Government buildings.. 

At sea, minesweepers patrol ad- 
jacent waters for floating mines, 
several of which have been found 
off the coast. Thirty Dutch navy 
men were killed when a sweeper 
struck a Netherlands protective 
mine last week. 

Flood for Possible Defense. 

To test defensive possibilities in 
relation to present water levels, a 
small part of the province of 
Utrecht, southeast of Amsterdam, 
was flooded.. About one-fourth of 
the nation’s 13,000 square miles is 
protected by more than 1500 miles 
of dikes.

Of course, some German civilians 
have already suffered from actual 
fighting in the Saar Valley. But 
that district is not pure, undiluted 
Germany like Aachen and Trier. 
For 15 years after the World War 
the Saar was a sort of hybrid, ad- 
ministered by the League of Na- 
tions, with nothing 100 per cent Ger- 
man about it except the language 
and the attitude of the people to- 
ward foreign control. 

Both Places Thoroughly German. 

But Trier and Aachen are differ- 
ent. Though close to France and 
Belgium, they are as German as 
beer. 

The city which the Germans call 
Aachen is known to us by its 
French name of Aix-La-Chapelle. «I 
am willing to bet that there are few 
places of its size through which so 
many American tourists have gone 
without stopping. Though it is 
both a lively modern city and a 
center of historical associations, 
running back to the Emperor 
Charlemagne and beyond, the sole 
reason why hosts of Americans 
know it is that it happens to be on 
the main railroad line between 
Paris and Berlin. 


To them, it is just a railroad 
station. Instead of reminding them 
of Charlemagne and Roman baths 
and all that sort of thing, it is 
lodged in their memories merely 
as that confounded place where the 
German customs officer woke them 
up in the small hours of the morn- 
ing, went through their baggage 
from A to Z, and then clicked his 
heels, saluted, and departed, to be 
succeeded (after they had dozed 
off) by another German official, in 
a green uniform, who made them 
show their passports and looked 
for a moment as if he would take 
them in their pajamas to the near- 
est police station. 


It is also the place were thou- 
sands of American railway passen- 
gers, rushing from Berlin to Paris 
or vice versa, have asked themselves 
the eternal question of the traveler: 
“Have I time to go over to that 
lunch stand and get a hot dog?” 


Trier Little Known to Tourists. 


As for the city which the Germans 
call Trier and the French (together 
with much of the rest of the world) 
Treves, it is scarcely known to for- 
eign tourigts at all. 

It is five or six miles from the 
frontier of Luxemburg, and, conse- 
quently, most uncomfortably in the 
path just now of French thrusts in 
the direction of the German West- 
wall. 


Treves (or Trier) is on the Mo- 
selle, which empties into the Rhine 
at Coblenz -nd is a charming 
stream, fringed with vineyards from 
which come most excellent wines, 
dotted with little towns and villages 
of the quaintest sort—a régular 
tourists’ paradise. Yet few tour- 
ists, Americans or of other brands, 
ever see it. They just dash in 
thousands past the mouth of the 
Moselle at Coblenz, scarcely giving 
it or Trier a thought. 

I decided to be different. For 
one thing, I had heard that, from 
Trier Rhineward, there was a nar- 
row gauge railway which ran all

Relic of Roman Times. 


So I went from Coblenz to Trier, 
and, entirely aside from the train 
trip, which I enjoyed thoroughly 
without having to swim at any 
point, I-was mighty glad. For Trier| 
possesses the finest relic of Roman 
times in all Germany, the Porta 
Nigra. It used to be the city’s 
nerthern gate, when the Romans 
were in charge some 1800 years 
ago, and now appears, at a con- 
servative estimate, on four out of 
every five picture postcards sold 
in Trier to visitors from the outside 
world,

Why shut our eyes to the 
inevitable consequences which must 
follow?” 

Sole Question, He Says. 

The sole question for the special 
session, he said, is “whether we 
shall sell arms or not sell arms.” 

Under the present circumstances, 
the venerable irreconcilable de- 
clared, repeal of the arms embargo 
would be an unneutral action. An- 
nouncing that he would not discuss 
the technicalities of this issue, he 
continued that when he was asked 
as a Senator to carry through a 
program, “the first step of which 
is repeal, the second step of which 
is the furnishing of arms and am- 
munitions to one side,” he then 
knew that he was being asked to 
vote for intervention. 

“IT cannot hide behind the fact,” 
he said, “that they are two different 
acts because both are part of one 
plan, and that plan includes the 
furnishing of arms, which is be- 
yond question intervention. All any- 
one needs to know that this is the 
real, the controlling, purpose of 
repeal is to read the literature on 
repeal down to the last forty-eight 
hours.” 

In referring to the current “lit- 
erature on repeal,” Borah appar- 
ently had in mind a radio address 
this week by Senator Thomas 
(Dem.) of Utah, from which Borah 
quoted phrases without naming the 
Senator. Thomas urged his listen- 
ers to give up this “drear. of im- 
partiality” of neutrality, insisting 
that it would be better “to take 
sides and fight.” 

Commenting on this speech, Bo- 
rah said: 

“He (Thomas) was speaking out 
boldly what is now heard from the 
same source from which came the 
agitation for furnishing arms. And, 
if in a few months we can tear up 
this law which a nation almost 
unanimously approved, how long 
do you think it will take to put 
across the proposition of sending 
our young men into the trenches 
once we have intervened?” 

German Problems Under Repeal. 

Several times in his speech, Bo- 
rah used the phrase that the United 
States would “withhold” arms and 
munitions from Germany,* while 
permitting Great Britain and 
France to buy them in this coun- 
try and transport them to Europe, 
if the embargo were lifted. 

This loose language will, of 
course, be answered by administra- 
tion spokesmen, who will point out 
that repeal of the embargo techni- 
cally would permit Germany to buy 
similar materials. The practical 
catch is, however, that Germany 
has neither the cash to buy the 
essential arms and materials or 
the ships on the seas to transport 
them to Europe. 

For years before Hitler came 
into power, Borah had insisted that 
the treaties of Versailles and St. 
Germain should be revised to give 
Germany resources with which to 
rebuild herself. On this point he 
told his listeners last night: 


“Though we would take no part

Says People Approved Law. 


After briefly reviewing the his- 
tory of the present neutrality laws 
from 1935 onward, Borah pointed 
out that: the revrison In 1937 met 
the approval of Congress, the Ex- 
ecutive and the great majority of 
the American people. Noting that 
the “cash-and-carry” provision of 
the latter law automatically expired 
this spring, Borah declared that its 
re-enacment would be beside the 
point if the arms embargo were re- 
pealed. 

“Ieam concerned at this time,” 
he said, “with one proposition, that 
of avoiding any act, or acts, which 
will embroil us in a European war. 
I do not believe the cash-and-carry 
plan has any considerable bearing 
upon that point.” 

Other details of the administra- 
tion’s proposals, Borah disclosed, 
have approval of his opposition 
group. 

“We see that the supporters of 
repeal,” he concluded, “are anxious 
to put an embargo on ships going 
to war zones, on loans to all na- 
tions engaged in war, anxious to 
prohibit our citizens from traveling 
in war areas, all this and more is 
to be done in the name of neutral- 
ity in the effort to keep us out of 
war. We most heartily support 
this entire program. We say in the 
name of peace: Do these things. 
Maintain neutrality as to all these 
matters. 

“But we observe that there is a 
sudden break in the embargo—the 


all facts, the most calculated to get 
us into trouble—arms, munitions 
and implements of war are ‘to be 
let through. The embargo is not 
to apply. We sincerely feel this is 
an error. We stand where we stood 
two years ago, where Congress 
stood, where the executive stood, 
where the people stood. 

“What we who oppose repeal 
are contending for is now the law 
of the land. It has been and is 
being enforced er the prociama- 
tion of the President. No arms, 
munitions and implements of war 
are being sold. In what possible 
way can the United States be bene- 
fitted by permitting the sale? In 
what respect are the safely and se- 
curity of the people imperiled? 
This is the sole matter of con- 
troversy. We urge that the same 
rule, the same principle, be applied 
to the most deadly of disturbers, 
arms, along with the other things 
prohibited.” 

Senator Thomas, replying to Bo- 
rah’s reference to his speech, said 
today: 

“I am just as strongly in favor 
of neutrality and staying out of 
war as is Senator Borah. It is not 
intervention to repeal the .embar- 
go.” 


BLOOM SAYS HOUSE

State Department officials have 
their way the controversy over 
American-owned oil wells expropri- 
ated in Mexico will be shelved, for 
the duration of the war in Europe, 
the Post-Dispatch nas learned from 
authoritative sources here. 

State Department officials desire 
above everything else to maintain 
at least an illusion of continental 
solidarity’ and good will while 
Europe is at war, it was explained. 

That is one of the reasons why 
Under-Seeretary of State Sumner 
Welles is being sent to the Latin 
American Neutrality Conference in 
Panama. Welles, who sails today 
from New York, will seek to per- 
suade Latin American countries to 
follow the United States policy with 
regard to the European conflict. 

If there are to be any more notes 
to the Mexican Government on the 
subject of expropriation they will 
be kept strictly secret and publicly 
at least all differences between the 
two nations will be forgotten. That 
at least is the State Department 
intention. 

Until the outbreak of war in 
Europe, a considerable part of oil 
produced from Mexican wells was 
going to Germany. Now, of course, 
that market is shut off and the 
Mexican Government must find a 
new outlet for its oil. 

What officials here expect—or 
hope is perhaps more nearly the 
word—is that shortly Mexico will 
begin to make sales to the British 
and French. Sale of the oil is es- 
sential to Mexico’s precariously bal- 
anced economy. 

Oil Companies’ Stand.

Squalus arose 
today when navy officials were able 
to find only 25 bodies in the subma- 
rine, now lying in drydock here. 
None could say for sure, and the 


search for the body still went for- 
ward, but officers did not deny the 
chance that it might have slipped 
into the sea through a hatch found 
open during salvage operations. 

While naval steel workers strug- 
gled to remove the twenty-fifth vic- 
tim, wedged in a battery well only 
18 inches deep, by cutting with 
acetylene torches through the plates 
of the battery room floor, officers 
told of the sight that had greeted 
those who first entered the Squalus, 
which sank May 23, 115 days ago. 

Twenty bodies were heaped in the 
after torpedo room around the foot 
of a ladder leading to an escape 
hatch — the same type of hatch 
through which 33 men in the for- 
ward compartments made their way 
into a nine-ton rescue bell lowered 
from the salvage ship Falcon. 

Earphones on Head. 

One body Xtentatively identified 
as that of Alfred Priester of Rose- 
dale, L. I. torpedoman, second 
class, sat upright between a steel 
locker and a torpedo tube. His sta- 
tion had been at a telephone con- 
nected with the control room of the 
submarine. His earphones still were 
clamped to his head today. 

Lieutenant Commander Charles B. 
Momsen, inventor of the Momsen 
escape lung and a key figure in the 
rescue and salvage efforts, said he 
believed those trapped in the after 
compartments had died a relatively 
merciful death. 

“I believe all must have died in a 
few minutes,” he said. 

So swiftly did water sweep in up- 
on them that not one had time to 
reach for the Momsen lungs, all of 
which still remained today .in their 
racks along the walls of the torpedo 


room. 

White-coated naval hospital aids 
made trip after trip from inside 
the Squalus to an improvised 
morgue, working through the night 
under the glare of floodlights. 

On the scene as each sheet- 
wrapped basket-stretcher was car- 
ried ashore were most of the 33 


survivors of the Squalus’ fatal 
and = throughout the 
night Lieut.

A crew of fingerprint and dental 
experts from the Navy Depart- 
ment in Washington were on hand 
to aid in identification of the dead, 
including one officer and two civil- 
fan observers.

CIVIL WAR IN THE A, F. OF L.’ 

Once again we have a dramatic example of the 
failure of the American Federation of Labor to main; 
tain elementary discipline among the various unions 
of which it i8 composed. Because of a jurisdictional 
dispute between the A. F. of L, carpenters’ and 
machinists’ unions, the construction of new beer

ditions. It has no preference between the contending 


give the work to either when it would mean the im- 
mediate establishment of a picket line by the other. 
So the work goes undone. 

If the dispute between the two unfons were of 
recent origin, it might be condoned as a temporary 
phenomenon. But the jurisdictional quarrel bet ween 
the two unions is 26 years old. It was giving indus- 
try trouble before the last World War began. The 
late Samuel Gompers gave it the benefit of his tal- 
ents as a mediator, but to no avail. 

In 1932, after long and difficult arbitration, the 
executive counci] of the A. F. of L. announced that 
it had effected an agreement. This intricate com- 
promise, unfortunately, was short-lived, for the next 
year the carpenters’ international office notified 
President William Green. that it was annulling the 
agreement. The carpenters and machinists in St. 
Louis subsequently entered into a truce, but that ex- 
pired in August, 1938. 

This is by no means a singular case. It is typical 
of the kind of whipsawing business and industry are 
recurrently subjected to as a result of the autonomous 
character of the various whions in the A. F. of L. 
There ig no hope for the A. F. of L. to get in posi- 
tion to prevent such abuses until it revises its 
charter to give it power to enforce ofder among its 
component parts. 

As a matter of fact, the A. F. of L. is afflicted with 
even older and moére aggravated jurisdictional wran- 
gles than that between the carpenters and the ma- 
chinists. The squabble between the United Brewery, 
Flour, Cereal and Soft Drink Workers of America 
and the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Stablemen and Helpers of Amefica has 
been casting a grotesque shadow over the brewing 
industry for 53 years. 

Labor is standing in its own light when it per- 
mits such conditions to continue. Abuses of this 
sort have contributed mightily to the legal fre- 
strictions which have been imposed upon labor in 
the past year by the states of Oregon, Michigan, 
Minnesota and possibly some others. Such a 
friend of labor as Representative John J. Cothran 
has proposed an amendment to the Wagner Act to 
give the Labor Board authority to settle jurisdictional 
strikes. . 

But labor should provide safeguards against these 
dog-in-the-manger deadlocks itself, When the head 
of a federation of workmen has to admit publicly, as 
Mr. Green of the A. F. of L. admitted here the other 
day, that he is without power to prevent such 
frivolous obstructions, it is high time to remove 
the organizational weaknesses responsible.

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THE BIG-GUN FIRES A DUD. 

Senator Borah, who is supposed to be the oratorical 
big gun of the small senatorial bloc opposed to repeal 
of the arms embargo, fired his first shell in a radio; 
speech last night. It was a dud. It was difficult 
to recognise in the weary, halting, unconvincing 
epeaker the flaming Borah of 20 years ago. The 
Senator begged the question. He distorted the issue. 
He did not meet the basic fact that the arms em- 
bargo, in the words of Acting Secretary of War 
Johnson, is “very nearly equivalent to presenting 
Germany with an Atlantic fleet,” and is therefore 
unneutral., He wandered far into the field of 
oratorical license by saying that repeal would 
amount to intervention and place us in imminent 
danger of war, thereby attempting to arouse unrea- 
sonable fears in the minds of his hearers. If the 
opposition to repeal is to become a formidable move- 
ment, it will have to find better ammunition than 
the Senator from Idaho was able to summon last 
night. 
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BRITAIN’S MUDDLED CENSORSHIP. 

Britons won a reputation in the last war as astute 
propagandists, but their performance thus far in the 
new conflict has not been a brilliant one. Indeed, 
the British tradition of “muddling through” seems to 
have been adopted by the information and censorship 
services. 

Official reports of an air battle with German planes 
over Eastern England last week were reduced to 
absurdity when it proved that coast batteries had 
been firing on British aircraft. A shakeup in the 
Information Ministry followed. .Lord . Perth, its 
head, was replaced by Sir Findlater Stewart, a vet- 
eran of 36 years’ experience in the India Office. 
Methods weren’t improved by the change. News of 
British troops landing in France was released to 
the press Monday night, then withdrawn, and tons 
of papers containing the information were held by 
police for several hours, till the Ministry changed its 
mind again. , . 

The British public and press are complaining of 
the scarcity as well as the confusing quality of news. 
Meanwhile, the rumor factories are working .over- 
time, and the public’s confidence in its leadership 
is shaken. Censorship is a wartime necessity, of

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MR. MURPHY’S VICTORY IN LOUISIANA, | 

Attorney-General Murphy's brilliant ‘ campaign 
against the grafters has registered its initial victory 
in Louisiana. | 

Seymour Weiss, who in 1936 beat a Federal indict- 
ment for income tax evasion, stands convicted of 
using the mails to defraud.

The most mysterious disappearance of the year is 
that of Dr. Paul Josef Goebbels, not so long ago the 
Nazi’s No. 1 mouthpiece, For six years, the Minister 
of Propaganda and Public Enlightenment had been 
one of the party’s “big three,” and was acclaimed as 
the man whose shrewd handling of mass psychology 
helped put the Fuehrer in power, Scarcely a week 
went by without a thundering speech from “the Fog- 
horn,” ‘and he kept a strangle hold on @very phase of 
publicity and culture—the press, radio, stage, cinema 
and art. 

Der Tag has arrived, but where is Dr. Goebbels? 
He isn’t found among the select six of Hitler's Su- 
preme War Council, though the Fuehrer is khown 
to esteem propaganda highly as & War Weapon. He 
isn’t mentioned in the line of succession ordained by 
Hitler as he departed for the Polish front. Weighty 
speeches are being made, but by Hitler and Goering, 
not by the Herr Doktor. His photograph hasn't been 
published in weeks, nor has his name made the news 
dispatches, despite the Nasis’ prodigious propaganda 
campaign. It can’t be modesty, because Goebbels 
never suffered from that quality. 

Goebbels’ rivalry with Goering for the Fuehrer’s 
favor was long-standing, and it is plain that the 
Field Marshal now basks in the official spotlight. 
And that black eye Goebbels got some time ago from 
an actress’ jealous husband doubtless didn’t enhance 
his standing with Hitler. Anyway, it looks very 
much as though another beautiful Nasi friendship has 
been liquidated, . 
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NOT ENOUGH. 

The World War was four months old when Wood- 
row Wilson delivered his annual message on the 
State of the Union to Congress, Dec, $, 1914. De- 
claring that the only need was for strengthening 
the merchant marine and National Guard, he said:

Any other document is not for us. We will 
sign non-aggression pacts with all the world, | 
provided only that we are treated fairly. We 
will not sign a multilateral pact of mutual 
assistance in the Hast, for in no circum- 
stances would Germany fight for the Bol- 
shevists. In such a fight, our nation sim- 
ply would not march. Rather than sign 
such a pact, I should hang myself. 

“The point of our friendly disposition rel- 
ative to non-aggression pacts is that they 
are pacts of non-attack, and we have no 
intention to attack.” 

“There are no territorial questions about 
which you would go to war?” 

“None. We have renounced solemnly all 
such purposes. With our own blood beyond 
our boundaries, of course, we have a deep 
and constant sympathy. But we cannot 
make war on, their account. What profit 
would there be in regaining a few hundred 
thousand souls at the cost of the slaughter 
of millions? For justice to Germans outside 
Germany, we must depend upon the proc- 
eases of peaceful development and the evo- 


lution of our common humanity.”

“You think the futility and disaster of war 
were demonstrated conclusively in 1914-18?” 

“I do. As for Burope, it is not big enough 
for a war in modern conditions. That fact 
was pointed out the other day by Gen. von 
Blomberg, head of the Relchswehr. War has 
been speeded up too much, and made too 
overwhelmingly destructive, for our geo- 
graphical limitations. The motorization of 
armies ig the miracle and the matchless 
terror of all time.

F one may use the term in speaking of 
cogently reasoned and simply written 
works, then every book by Sigmund Freud 
has been exciting, even sensational. When 
his explanations of psychoanalysis came om 


of Vienna, they marked a great milestoniy 


in the progress of scientific thought. 
Now, from Dr. Freud's exile in Londot, 
comes a new book, “Moses and Monotheism’ 
(Alfred A. Knopf, New York), that is more 
daring than any of its predecessors. In its 
modest way, it does nothing less than ques 
tion the foundations of two great world 
faiths: Judaism and Christianity. 
Freud’s thesis, briefly stated, is that 
Moses was not a Jew, but a noble Egyptian 
who took up the monotheism developed by 
his cultured countrymen under Amenhotep 
IV. Then, out of compassion, he taught 
it to the backward Hebraic tribesmen, be 


\came. their leader and, in the end, their 
tim. 


The Jews murdered Moses, Dr. Freud 
contends, and he traces to their sense of 
blood guilt most of their ensuing troubles 
Christianity he regards as a reversion & 
polytheism; a Jewish reversion similar ¥ 
that of the enlightened Egyptians. 

Some Biblical passages are referred # 
by Freud as offering at least circumstantial 
proof. for his theory, but his is not a com 
ventional work of exegesis, based on bit 
torical research. Quite to the contrary, & 
offers psychology as a new means of & 
ploring fields that may be forever sealed @ 
the historical scholar. 

That the psychologist can give us & 
thentic glimpses into such a dim past wil 
be debated on grounds ranging from 
timentality to skepticism.

© one of us, I imagine, realizes 

better than the company Man- 

agers and broadcasters them- 
gelyes how experimental and unset- 
ged is the art of presenting news 
by radio. 

‘The plain fact of the matter Is 
hat no one has as yet learned how 
to use the radio as a regular means 
gf informing the people. This is 
i no sense & reflection on the 
broadcasters. The radio is new. It 
i also a peculiar instrument with 
me own special advantages and its 
pwn special limitations, and to dis- 
gover how to use it properly is no 
simple matter. 

Certainly, I can make no preten- 
sions to having discovered a for- 
mula, I realize perfectly well from 
the occasional broadcasting I have 
gone how much more difficult it is 
to present the news than it seems 
to be when you hear it done by ac- 
complished interpreters, 

. ” . 

However, I do have the general 
mpression, especially after listen- 
mc in during these past weeks, that 
broadcasters have not yet learned 
to distinguish clearly between the 
evewitness account of an event 
gnd the report of an event. 

It is evident, I think, that the 
radio is unique when it is able to 
describe something that is actually 
happening while it is happening, 
for example, a football game, a 
prizefight, a presidential inaugura- 
tion. or the scene on the floor of a 
convention. The popu- 


larity of radio began, I imagine, 
with reporting of this sort, and no 
other medium can give the same 
gense of dramatic immediacy. 

But not everything can be de- 
scribed by eyewitnesses. Yet radio} 
broadcasting as a whole is, I think 
infected by the notion that all) 
news ought to be treated as if the! 
roadcaster were an eyewitness of| 

e event. That iS the reason, I| 
suspect, why sO many broadcasters | 
speak in an excited and falsely dra- 
matic tone of voice, and thus com- 
municate to their listeners a feeling | 
of anxiety. 

Nobody has enjoyed the hideous 
news that the radio and the news- 
papers have had to present. But I 
feel fairly sure that the popular re- 
fentment against the radio, which ' 
has been only too evident in the

But at least 
they have some time between edi- 
tions to think about what they are 
doing, and, moreover, at the princi- 
pal clearing houses of the news, 
there is a far more seasoned per- 
sonnel than radio could possibly 
have recruited at this early stage of 


its development.

Except for the announcement of 
news of great importance and abso- 
lute certainty, as, for example, the 
news that a war has been declared, 
the radio ought, I think, to present 
the news less often—perhaps only 
twice a day, but at greater length, 
and not hot off the ticker, but 
edited as a newspaper is edited. 
The gadget which makes it possi- 
ble to record and then broadcast 
would seem to provide the means 
for presenting news that has been 
properly prepared and edited. 

If I were a station manager, I 
think I would broadcast a news re- 
port only from a record that I had 
been able to hear before it was put 
on the air. That is what news- 
papers do when they pass the news 
through the hands of *copyreaders 
and proofreaders and editors before 
starting the presses. 

This would slow up the radio 
news. But slowing up is just what 
radio needs if it is to do its work 


competently. 
s 


In principle, the same may be said 
of the radio commentators. The 
best of them are amazingly fluent, 


well informed and they are con-} 


cerned for the truth. But no one 
can do successfully what they at- 
tempt to do. That is to say, no one 
can improvise in a few hours an 
interpretation of events like those 
amidst which we are now living, 
and it is a sign of the immaturity 
of radio that the companies think 
it can be done. 

On a responsible newspaper, the 
editorial comment is generally writ- 
ten the day before publication. Ex- 
cept in emergencies, the editorials 
in this morning’s newspaper were 
written during the morning, after- 
noon and early evening of yesterday. 
That means that the editorial writ- 


‘er had some time to read, to study, 


to reflect, to consult and to revise 
his editorial. 

Moreover, no newspaper which 
attempts to comment on the gen- 
eral news of the world expects any 
one editorial writer to write about 
all the news. There is a group 
among whom the task of following 
the news and understanding it is 
divided. But in radio, it is still as- 
sumed that one man can be a unl- 
versal commentator. 

. - 

The radio has perhaps been mis- 
led by the crew to which I now be- 
long, namely the newspaper colum- 
nists, each of whom does give the 
effect of covering a vast amount of 
territory. The radio managers must 


‘not be deceived. Whatever the tses 
‘of the columnist, he is not capable 


of doing the work of the editorial 
page, because he is only a single 
person dealing with a small part of 
the whole immense human scene. 
At that, we all write too much, and 
even when we have the good sense 
to say nothing on a subject because 
we have nothing to say, we say 
something about.some other subject 
because it would be too much trouble 
to explain to our readers that we 
are not dead, sick, assassinated, in 
jail, or suppressed by the censor, if 
we omit an article when our minds 
are a blank. 
Yet, at worst, newspaper colum- 
nists write only once a day, whereas 
on the radio I have listened to com- 
mentators several times in the same 
day, and day after day. It is often 
astonishing how well they do it. 
But when radio grows up, it will be 
recognized that here as elsewhere, 
a sound product cannot be impro- 
vised, but must be made by men who 
have the time needed to take a lot 
of trouble.

EMPLOYERS HAVE UNTIL OCT, 9 


If Payments Are Made They May 
Qualify for Credit Against 
Federal Levy. 


Employers who neglected to pay 
contributions to the State unemploy- 
merit fund for 1936-38 have until 
Oct. 9 to pay these contributions 
and still qualify for the 90 per cent 
credit against the Federal unem- 
ployment: fund tax, under rcegula- 
tions issued by the Bureau of Inh- 
ternal Revenue based on recent 
amendments to the Social Security 
Act. 

The amendments, approved last 
Aug. 10, extended the relief granted 
in the 1938 Revenue Act, which had 
permitted credit to employers 
against the Federal tax if they paid 
1936 State contributions by July 27, 
1938. Employers only of eight or 
more persons are subject to the 
Social Security Act. 


Employers who paid the full Fed- 
eral tax and also have made full 
contributions to the State unemploy- 
ment fund are entitled to a refund 
under the regulations. Application 
for refunds may be made within

9 in order for refund applications 
to be considered.

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JOLIET, Ill, Sept. 15 (AP). —| | 
Forty-eight convicts were held in 
solitary conrinement at Stateville 
penitentiary today while Warden 
Joseph E. Ragen invostigated a 
plot to escape by scaling walls 
while 11 drugged were uncon- 
scious. 

Three convicted murderers made 
a futile dash for liberty, Prison of- 
ficials have yet to determine 
whether others were involved in 
yesterday's attempted break. 

Warden Ragen gave this version 
ef the attempted escape: 

Prison trusties, atcording to daily 
routine, delivered locked lunch bas- 
kets to each of the 12 watch towers 
surmounting the walls. 

The buckets contained, in addition 
to food, drugge? voffee. Eleven 
tower men drank their coffee. The 
ether gave his share to a trusty. 

A few minutes later the three 
eonvicts dashed toward the north- 
east:corner. They carried a ladder 
fashioned from rope, wire and lum- 
ber stolen from the gymnasium, 

Seen by Distant Guard. 

Apparently working on a pre- 
arranged schedule, the convicts be- 
gan raising their 32-foot ladder, 
confident no gun shots would in- 
terrupt them. In 11 of the towers 
guards lay unconscious over their 
guns. 

The convicts were spotted, how- 
ever, by the one conscious guard in 
a distant tower. The convicts being 
out of his rifle range, he telephoned 
the north wall tower. When no 
one answered he called surface 
guards who quickly rounded up 
the convicts. 

The convicts learned today that 
even if their scheme had worked, 
their makeshift ladder was 11 feet 
short of reaching the top of the 
prison wall. 

Warden Ragen said the poison or 
drug might have been made from 
weeds growing or the prison farm, 
and put into the coffee before it 
left the commissary. Forty-five con- 
victs assigned to the kitchen detail 
were placed in solitary confinement 
in addition to the three who tried 
to escape. 

All of the guards and the trusty’ 
who partook of the drugged coffee 
regained consciousness but one 
guard remained in a serious condi- 
tion. The convicted murderers were 
Patrick Joyce, a “lifer,” Joseph Ja- 
zorak, serving 32 years plus a year 
to life, and Peter Balourilis, serving 
99 years. 

Planned for Two Weeks. 

A preliminary investigation dis- 
closed the convicts had planned the 
escape for at least two weeks. War- 
den Ragen said Jazorak told him: 

“The guards will all get over it. 
I took some of that stuff for the 
last two weeks. It made me sleep 
a little, but it never hurt me.” 

The three convicts were taken 
to the prison hospital last night to 
view their 11 victims. 

“See what you fellows 
done?” a guard commented. 
“That's too bad,” replied one.

PETROLEUM GASES 
USED IN PRODUCING 
SYNTHETIC RUBBER 


Chicago Chemists Report New 
Method Which Would Aid 
U. S. m War. 


BOSTON, Sept. 15 (AP).—Dis- 
covery of an inexpensive methcd 
looking toward production of syn- 
thetic rubber—from waste gases of 
the petroleum industry—was an- 
nounced today by three Chicago 
chemists who said its development 
would eliminate the United States’ 
need of “maintaining a naval life 
line to the tropics in wartime.” 

Dr. J. C. Morrell, associate re- 
search director of Universal Oil 
Products Co., and two colleagues, 
reported to the American Chemical 
Society they had succeeded in pro- 
ducing butadiene and isoprene, the 
two products essential in the labor- 
atory manufacture of natural rub- 
ber. 

Describing the method as “the 
missing link” in the production of 
rubber from petroleum raw ma- 
terial, the scientists said the work 
“has a most important industrial, 
commercial, and military value, as 
it indicates an economic source of 
raw material for the production of 
synthetic rubber.” 

They said Germany has synthe- 
sized a so-called “buna rubber” from 
acetylene, and that “similar de- 
velopments have taken place in 
Russia, where ethyl alcohol is em- 
ployed as a source of butadiene.

40,000 cases of smallpox a year. An 
aggressive vaccination campaign 
was carried out, and deaths dropped 
almost to zero in 1909. This lulled 
all fears, vaccination was neglected 
and when a severe epidemié hit 
them in 1918, there were 60,000 
deaths, The army garrison, pro- 
tected by vaccination, was in the 
very midst of this pool of conta- 
gion, but only one case was re- 
corded. 

We have an enormous unvacci- 
nated population in the United 
States. Whenever smallpox strikes, 
there is destruction. In Colorado, 
in 1922, there were 1086 deaths; in 
Detroit, in 1925, 175 deaths; in 
Minnesota, in 1925, 505 deaths. All 
preventable! 

One of the best recorded in- 
stances of the introduction of a 
contagious disease to a new popula- 
tion was that of measles to the 
Faroe Islands, in the North Sea, as 
described by the Danish medical of- 
ficer, Peter Pannum, in 1846. 

Measles had not prevailed in the 
Faroes since 1781. The population 
was without immunity to the dis- 
ease. After it struck, 6000 of the 
8000 inhabitants of the islands 
were taken down with the conta- 
gion, adults as well as children. 
One hundred and two died Yet. we 
regard measles as a mild disease.

It was a summons I had to heed. 
Certainly I didn’t want to. I 
wanted to be through with the 
underworld. But if Charlie wanted 
me, he would get me, wherever I 
was, anywhere in the United 
States, anywhere in the world, for 
the Unione Siciliana was every-

The Unione was unrelenting, and 
it lived on death and treachery. 
Would Charlie demand that I stay 
with the mobs? Or was I to get 
put on the spot? Either way, I 
was trapped. But I had to meet 
him.

Hope Dare had lived in Califor- 
nia before she came to New York, 
and we decided that was the place 
for us. While I settled up my 
affairs, Hope went on ahead of me 
to stay with her family in Las 
Vegas, N. M., and as soon as pos- 
sible I joined her there. I spent 
the next few months_boning away 
at law books, memorizing Califor- 
nia statutes. 


But it was no use. One day in 
February I got a phone call from 
New York, passing on a hot tip 
from Jimmy Hines. The Bar As- 
sociation had decided to take dis- 
barment action against me, on 
the basis of the policy investiga- 
tion in New York the previous 
spring.
